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STATEMENT OF U.S. ATTORNEY JOHNNY SUTTON FOLLOWING TODAY’S
 
COMMUTATION OF SENTENCES FOR JOSE COMPEAN AND IGNACIO RAMOS 


Today, the President exercised his power under the Constitution to grant executive clemency to 
former Border Patrol Agents Jose Compean and Ignacio Ramos.  Like the trial judge and the 
court that reviewed the cases on appeal, President Bush found that Compean and Ramos were 
justly convicted of serious crimes and that their status as convicted felons should remain in place.  

After careful thought and deliberation, President Bush has concluded that Compean and Ramos 
have been sufficiently punished, and that the remainder of their terms should be spent on 
supervised release. I have only the highest respect for the President’s decision to allow their 
convictions to stand, but to reduce the time they must spend in prison. 
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
